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ADVISORY ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . Acknowledgement is made of the after-final amendment filed by the applicant on 
3/18/2005, in which the applicant proposed to (1) amend Claims 1, 4, 5, and 11 and 
(2) cancel Claims 2 and 9. However, this amendment has not been entered because 
it raises new issues that would require further searching and consideration on the 
part of the examiner. Specifically, proposed independent Claims 1 and 1 1 would 
require a combination of process steps including heating the applied film under 
atmospheric pressure prior to baking under a vacuum of 1 Torr or lower to form the 
(photosensitive) organic polymer film, wherein the organic polymer film has a 
transmittance of not less than 93% in the wavelength of 650 nm. The examiner has 
not previously considered claims having the scope of the aforementioned claims 
(i.e., claims reciting the combination of limitations proposed in independent Claims 1 
and 1 1 ). As such, the amendment raises new issues that would require further 
searching and consideration by the examiner. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments filed on 3/18/2005 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Specifically, the applicant's arguments are drawn to the claims as 
proposed in the after-final amendment of 3/18/2005. Since this amendment has not 
been entered for the reasons set forth above in paragraph 1, the applicant's 
arguments are moot. Regarding the applicant's comments about the sheer number 
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of different references combined by the examiner (see page 7 of the response), 
please note that reliance on a large number of references in a rejection does not, 
without more, weigh against the obviousness of the claimed invention. See In re 
Gorman, 933 F.2d 982, 18 USPQ2d 1885 (Fed. Cir. 1991).
